The Canadian wheat crop of 
1919 was disposed of by the Wheat 
Board. The price control of the 
board began in August, 1919, and 
ended with July, 1920. The board 
handled 100 million bushels of the 
western crop of 1919, one of the 
lightest on record. Farmers have 
been paid by the board on a basis 
of $2.63 per bushel, Fort William, 
for No. 1 Northern. 
~ On behalf of the wheat board it 
as stated that it was not buying 
e farmers wheat. It was merely 
cting as a selling agency. The 
Doard made an advance based on 
&@ price of $2.15 at Fort William, 
when the wheat was received. The 
balance of the price realised was 
to be paid to the farmer when the 
wheat had been sold. Two such 
payments have been made. One 
of 30 cents a bushels in August 
and another of 18 cents a bushels 
in December. So far as known 
this last payment closes out 
tho interest of the farmer in 
this wheat. That being the case 

e time has come for an account- 

g. It is a universal rule in busi- 

ess that when an agent closes a 
ransaction he renders an account; 
Bo that his principal may know 
whether he has been fairly dealt 
with or not. In this case the 
farmer is the principal. The 
Wheat Board was (ostensibly) 
his agent. It is weeks since the 
last payment was made, And 
yet there is no statement of 
account, 

The Amount of money involv- 
ed, as well as the peculiar char- 
@cter of the transactions, espec- 

lly demand an accounting. An 
‘increase or decrease in price of

___H. W. Woods, President of the

at Minneapolis. That is, there was 
a difference of 174% cents a bushe! 
in favor of Winnipeg. Possibly 
this difference should be reduced 
3 cents a bushel on account of the 
higher quality of the Canadian 
grain. That would still ieave a 
gain of 141% cents a bushel because 
of the exchange. 

During the operations of the 
grain board the wheat that 
brought the Canadiun farmer 
$2.63, after waiting a full year for 
part of his money, was worth an 
average price of $2.9214 in Min- 
nespolis, plus the exchange. As- 
suming the rate of exchange to 
make a difference of only 1214 
cent a bushel, the wheat of west- 
ern Canada was worth in*Canada 
for shipment to Minneapolis, an 
|average of $3.05 a bushel during 
the eleven months from September 
1919, to July 1920, inclusive, or 
42 cents a bushel more than the 
farmer was paid for it. Besides, 
the Minneapolis price was cash 
while the first 80 cents of the 
Wheat Board’s price was only 
paid in August last and tho final 
18 cents in December. Did the 
farmer need the 48 cents that the 
Wheat Board owed him last 
spring, to save his cattle from star- 
vation? He surely did. If there 
had been no Wheat Board, he 
would or could have had the whole 
of his money in hand, and 42 cents 
a bushel besides, 

While the wheat producer was 
cut down on his price by the 
Wheat Board, the consumer was 
equally wolfed by the same bene- 
ficent agency. People eat three 
times a day all the year round. The 
consumption of flour is about the 
same all the year round. While 
the farmer was paid for his wheat 
on a basis of $2.63 the miller was 
charged on a basis of $2.80 for 
four months of the year and $3.15 
for four months more. The con- 
sumer blamed the farmer for his 
having’ to pay for his flour on a 
basis of $2.80 and $3.15 for wheat. 
But the farmer did not get the 
money. All he got was $2.63. Who 
got the balance? 


A Farming Community First.
